FINAL WORD TO 
COME IN SENATE 


American Legion Officials 
Hopeful Bill Will Be 
Enacted Into Law. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 17. — The 
bouse today easily overrode Presi­ 
dent Coolidge’s veto of the soldier 
bonus bill and put up to the senate 
the final word on the legislation. 
The vote was 313 to 78 for repas- 
§age, or 52 more than the required 
two thirds 
A much closer result, 
however, is anticipated in the sen­ 
ate with bonus advocates still claim­ 
ing the advantage. 
The senate will ¡ 
take up the measure Monday at 2 ; 
o ’clock. 
Friends of the measure in the sen­ 
ate admitted today that great pres­ 
sure was being brought 
to 
bear 
against the bill, 
a great deal of 
which was attributed to President 
Coolidge’s message, but they insist­ 
ed and 
veto supporters 
admitted 
that not a sufficient break had oc­ 
curred yet to bring about defeat of 
the bill. 
Debate in the liouso today was 
confined to one hour and centered 
almost entirely on President Cool­ 
idge’s message. 
Democrats, friends 
and foes of the bill itself, assailed 
the message, 
Representative Gar­ 
rett, Tennessee, democratic leader, 
alluding to what he termed “the in­ 
temperate language used 
by 
the 
president’* 
while 
republicans, 
in- 
including 
Representative 
Long- 
worth, their floor leader, rallied to 
the support of the president. 
Chairman Green of the 
house 
w ays and means committee 
which 
framed the bill and Representative 
Laguardia, republican, 
N ew York, 
however, broke from the ranks in 
criticising the views of Mr, Cool* 
idge. 
Chairman Madden of the appro­ 
priations committee led off the de­ 
fense for the president, stressing 
particularly the plea of Mr. Coolidge 
for econom}'. 
On tjiat ground lie 
said he would change his stand for 
the bill. 
Other republicans who 
spoke in support of the v cto did so 
on that ground also. 
Mr. Madden emphasized that the

blooms as well as in small buttons 
an inch in diameter. 
From the for­ 
mal type of former years has been 
evolved curled and ere ted forms 
of more graceful and informal ap­ 
pearance.

ings characterize the up-to-date zin­ 
nia. tiie Golden Pheasant, one of 
this year's novelties, having golden 
petals tipped with scarlet.

Seed 
may be sown in the open ground 
in May ? * j good advantage and lit­ 
tle loss in blooming time will be 
the result, 
There is not so much 
gained by planting zinnias earlier 
as with some of the other annuals, 
as they do not start their rapid 
growth until the days grow warm. 
They are very obliging plants and 
can be transplanted even when in 
full bloom, a particularly good fea­ 
ture. as some of the plants are 
likely to show single flowers and 
doubles may be moved from a re­ 
serve garden to the beds where the 
singles might destroy the effect of 
the mass of full double blooms. 
They delight in warm, mellow* 
soil and plenty of water, although 
they rank as good drought resisters 
among tlie'annuals.
